The Minister added that he expect¬ 
ed shortly to announce the proposed 
plan of settlement of the Hohensol- 
lem family's financial affairs. This

REMOVE WAR’S EFFECTS 


That confidence I n Brltl nh Colum- 
I m unditalntahed. that the finances 
of the country are on a round baale, 
and that co-operation and sane policy 
on the r part of the employer and em¬ 
ployee will quickly dtapel the un¬ 
settled conditions consequent upon 
the great war, are some of the state¬ 
ments made by Daniel C. Macarow. 
General Manager of the Merchants 
Bank of Canada to a Times represen¬ 
tative on arrival yesterday afternoon. 

Mr Macarow speaks very opti¬ 
mistically of the manner In which 
Canada is recuperating after the war. 
He accompanied Hlr H. Montague 
Allan, President of the Bank on a 
Sear ai r u — S'aif d a, th e f m i iml i ig TJ T - " 
ftclals being in the party: K. W. 
Blackwell, vice-president, A. J. 
Dawes, P. H. Wilson. Farquhar Rob¬ 
ertson and G. L. Cains, directors, 
and other officers of the bank. 

Crop Conditions. 

"Our trip through the prairie pro¬ 
vinces and British Columbia was as 
inspiring as It was interesting. Crop 
conditions on the whole are satis¬ 
factory. In British Columbia we find 
st^ air of prosperity and activity. 
The province has suffered from ex¬ 
pansion In the past, but the Incidental 
difficulties have been overcome 
and progress will now be along sound, 
sane and conservative lines,” said Mr. 
Macarow. 

I*abor conditions In the east are 
greatly Improved and distracting ele¬ 
ments have been pretty well removed, 
he said. "I think the attitude of la¬ 
bor which at one time seemed a 
menace, has now- reached a basis 
where saner counsels prevail. 

"With fair and reasonable co¬ 
operation all along the line ws can 
look for the solving of the big prob¬ 
lems that the country has to face and 
do it with every measure of assur¬ 
ance. 

"Respecting the financial outlook 
generally, conditions commercially 
and industrially in |L’anada are 
sound." said Mr. Macarow. "Thrift 
and production are the essentials 
needed to Improve conditions.” 

Victory Loon. 

Asked as to ths prospects In con¬ 
nection with ths floating of ths 
forthcoming Dominion Victory Loan. 
Mr. Macarow expressed the opinion 
that it should prove a big success 
and it would be a national calamity 
If It failed after the splendid war 
record established by C a n adia n s 
oversees. 

Currency Discount 

Mr. Macarow was asked what he 
thought of the present practice of at¬ 
taching a heavy discount of Cana¬ 
dian currency in the United 8tates. 

He said: "This is an economic con¬ 
dition produced by the very ad¬ 
verse trade balance as between Can¬ 
ada and the United Htater. and qan 
tiona A permanent rectification 
that adverse balance. This can be 
done by decreasing imports and in¬ 
creasing exports and if this is carried 
out it will prove that the discount of 
the Canadian dollar has been a use¬ 
ful stimulus after all. 

■‘The trade balance against Can¬ 
ada runs roughly between tlM.OM.OVO 
and S400.b00.000. Of course when con¬ 
ditions in England become nor¬ 
mal and we are enabled to sell freely 
our exchange in New York on Eng¬ 
land representing our exports of 
natural products to that country, 
doubtless It will prove a helpful, factor 
in bringing about better condi¬ 
tions. A permanent retciflcation 
must come by a process of natural 
•conomlc laws.” ' 

Imperial Preference. 

"I think a policy of Imperial pref¬ 
erence as enunciated by Mr. Uoyd 
George and repeated by Mr. Bonar 
Law, If developed Into anything 
worth while, would undoubtedly prove 
helpful In cumulating Canadian in¬ 
dustries. As a matter of fact it is 
having the effect of bringing branches 
of many big United States industrial 
concerns to this country already, and 
this is especially the case In the 
border towns in the older sections 
of Canada.” 

Mr. Macarow said his party would 
return to the East with their con¬ 
fidence in British Columbia undlrain- 
iahed. There has been a great de¬ 
mand for money throughout the 
country and there is no tendency to 
reduce the rates of Interest, nor 
should there be under present con¬ 
ditions. which will conUnus for a 
long time, be stated.

Wet weather is coming soon with 
all its terrors for automobile tires 
that happen to have small cuts in 
them that permits water to enter Into 
the fabric. This is the warning sent 
out to the motorist* of Victoria by 
Ci. Fisher and Allen Lynn, of the Cen¬ 
tral Vulcanising Htatlon. Douglas 
and Broughton Streets, near the 
Strathcona Hotel. 

Iversons whose tires have been 
nicked or have had blta of rubber 
gnugod out of them should lake ad¬ 
vantage of the short time now be¬ 
fore the advent of the rains to have 
their tire* put Into waterproof con¬ 
dition. according to the advice of 
these tire experts. Wet weather has 
no horrors for the perfect tire, they I 


say. It does not cost much to have 
the holes and nicks vulcanised, but 
a little foresight in this regard will 
save in many cases the price of a new 
tire. 

"A pneumatic tire is made up of 
two materials, cotton fabric, in which 
lies the entire strength, and rubber. 
Jft'hidi serves only to hold materials 
which would tend to destroy it,” say* 
Mr. Maher. "The rubber compound 
used in making a tire consists of a 
gummy substance obtained from the 
milky juice of certain tropical trees, 
mixed with sulphur and other chem¬ 
icals to give it strength. When heat- 
,ed it changes from a sticky mass, re¬ 
sembling chewing gum. to the elastic 
substance we see in a completer tire. 


“The life of a pneumatic tire is 
spoken of in terms of miles. It la 
safe to say that the average life of 
tires la not more than 4.000 miles. It 
is equally safe to say that the pos¬ 
sible life of a tire is 8.000 miles. This 
great difference between possible and 
actual service is entirely the fault of 
a motor car owner and efforts to pro¬ 
long the life from the average to the 
possible point reacts to the benefit of 
the tire repair men." 

In some makes of cars the head¬ 
lamps. are fastened to the f ender s. 
and If the latter are loose the vibra¬ 
tion Is increased, and It may be 
necesskry to replace lamp bulbs more 
often.

“Whatever the reason, it 1* a suici¬ 
dal policy and one likely to be 
fraught with grave consequenrer. 
ho declared. “The equinoctial gale* 
commence in September, and on the 
treacherous well coast tho need for 
a lifeboat is likely to occur at any 
time. There are a large number of 
fishing bugle alwaye in that vicinity 
and entitled to protection, and even 
if the need for its use does not arise, 
the presence of the lifeboat assures 
them of a measure of protection. 

Capt. Hurf pointed out that even 
if the withdrawal were only a 
temporary expedient, the season was 
ill-chosen. Had It been In the spring 
there would nave been some Justifi¬ 
cation for the action. Because last 
year saw a mild winter off this 
coast. It did not follow that the com¬ 
ing season would be the same. In 
the case of ah emergency the fishing 
hosts would be left without assist- 
snee for the neareet lifeboat, also 
out of commission, Is stationed at 
Clayoquot which Is about thirty-odd 
miles above Banfield. Even if this 
host could be commissioned it would 
have to negotiate a big stretch of 
open Oea before reaching the chan¬ 
nel, oo that its services to the Ban- 
field district may be considered a 1 
negligible quantity.
